WEST POINT STATISTICS. 


More Cadets Injured at Foot Ball Than 
Any Other Athletic Game. 

E. C. Wall, Secretary of the Board of 
Visitors of the West Point Military Acad- 
emy, has compiled some interesting statis- 
tics in relation to football at that institu- 
tion which will be embodied in the annual 
report of the committee on hygiene and 
athletics to the board. It shows that the 
injuries to the cadets were vastly greater 
from playing foot ball than the injuries re- 
ceived by cadets in the gymnasium and in 
riding. The. committee says in part: 

So far as we know, this is the first con- 
tribution of accurate comperative data of 


these three forms of athletics in the same 
institution un adentical surroundings 


and by the same classes of men. If the fre- 
quency of gymnastics (six times a week), 
of riding (three times a week), and of foot 
ball (once a week), is taken into account, 
it becomes more impressive. The gravity 
of the accidents as measured by the number 
of men off duty per diem, is vastly greater 
from foot ball than from ether of the two 
other forms of athletics. 

Accompanying the report are tables show- 
ing the numbers and kinds of accidents 
from athletics for the years 1892 and 93. 
Summarized they show as follows:

TI OTHER x SIDE. 


The decision of Judge Woods in the 
Debs case vindicates the labor end of 
the anti-conspiracy and interstate com- 
merce laws. It fixes the bounds’ be- 
yond which labor organizations can- 
not go in accomplishing their pur- 
poses. It is an emphatic notification 
to labor ledders that the law must be 
obeyed and the authority of the courts 
respected. 

But is this all? Is the enforcement of 
these laws to stop at this point? 

Both the anti-conspiracy law and the 
interstate commerce law were enacted 
to restrain corporations and protect the 
people from oppressive capitalistic com- 
binations. In the Debs strike there was 
a combination of railroad managers as 
well as a combination of employes. Pow- 
erful conspiracies to oppress the people 
are now if existence. Not a move has 
been made to punish the corporation 
managers or break up the trusts. 

When the Attorney-General of the 
United States was called upon to en- 
force the anti-trust law against the 
trusts he said he believed it was uncon- 
stitutional and ineffectual. The cdurts 
have sustained it and proved its effi- 
ciency to restrain the wage-earners. 
Are laws framed to restrain corporations 
and capitalistic combinations powerless 
against them, but effectual against labor 
organizations? Is there law in this 
country for the poor and weak, but none 
for the rich and powerful? 

AN IMPORTANT MEASURE. 

It is hardly possible, as was suggested 
by a member of the Bar Association last 
night, that there will be a deadlock be- 
tween the State Senate and House over 
the question of whether the temporary 
judges provided for in the court reor- 
ganization bill shall be appointed or 
elected. Neither the Democratic Senate 
nor the Republican House could afford 
to stand in the way of so important a 
measure on account of so petty a con- 
sideration as the politics of temporary 
judges who will serve for less than two 
years, although it would be a fair and 
wise act on the part of Gov. Stone in 
view of the character of the offices, if he 
should make party representation ‘on the 
bench as near equal as possible. :

This is the only way in which he can get 
free coinage before the n Con- 
gress. He believes that his measure is in 
such shape that the Committee on Rules 
will not shut him off without a vote. He 
will begin his fight as goon as the committee 
makes the Carlisle bill the special order. 
His substitute provides that ‘‘the unit of 
value in the United States shall be the 
standard dollar as now coined, consisting of 
412% grains of standard silver.” The gold 
unit is omitted. Mr. Bland says he pro- 
poses to go back to the silver unit, on which 
our coin system was based for mary years. 
If there is to be any change of ratio, let it 
be in the gold dollar. The new currency 
provision is as follows: 

“Any holder of goid or silver bullion of 
the value of $100 or more, of standard fine- 
ness, shall be entitled to have the same 
struck into any authorised coins of the 
United States, free of charge, at the mints 
of the United States, or the owner of the 
bullion may deposit the same at such mints 
and receive therefor coin notes ual in 
amount to the coinage value of the bullion 
deposited, and the bullion thereupon shall 
become the property of the Government. 
That of the coin notes so issued shall be in 
denominations not less than $1 nor more 
than $1,000, and shall be a legal tender in 
like manner and invested with the same 
monetary uses as the standard gold and 
silver coins of the United States.“ 

Another section of the Bland bill stops the 
issue of gold and silver certificates and

VANDAL TOURISTS IN EGYPT. 


Priceless Relics of Vanished Civiliza- 
tion Being Ruthlessly Destroyed. 

W. M. Flinders-Petrie, in a letter to the 

London Times, bewails the destruction of 

monuments and historical records which is 


going on continually in Egypt. He says 
that “every season sees buildings ruthless- 
ly destroyed for the sake of materials, and 
a host of objects plundered by the natives 
from towns and cemeteries, in order that 
they may be scattered without name or 
record among the tourist flock. Even 
those objects which pass into museums 
have lost most of their importance and of 
their value in losing all record of their 
original place and circumstances. The laws 
of Egypt may be excellent in theory, but in 
practice it is perfectly well known that hun- 
dreds of persons join in this destruction— 
yet no man is punished for it. There is 
then, the most urgent need of saving al 
that is possible by complete and careful ex- 
cavation, in which the history and meaning 
of every object shall be traced and recorded 
as it fo To any person not ac- 
quainted. with the practical work of ex- 
cavation it might seem that so long as 
things are not actually destroyed it does 
not matter whether it be an Arab or a 
trained observer that sy find them. But 
there is 2 more history involved in 
the Bom and details of a discovery than 
in the object found. Fossils are worth but 
little if their strata are unknown. More 
scientific material has been destroyed than 
preserved in many, or most, excavations— 
even by Huropeans and Egyptologists.“ 
He then proceeds to solicit for the 
Egyptian research account, which, he says, 
has been established “not to undertake 
great clearances or exploits in the coun- 
try, but to fit men for work of the highest 
class archaeologically, and at the same 
time benefit our. knowledge and our mu- 
seums, as far as may be, by means of their 
excavations.’ .

Miss Barton Explains the Status of the 
Steamer Toonan. 

WASHINGTON, PD. C., Dec. 18.—To-day 
Miss Clara Barton said to the Post-Dise 
patch correspondent: 

“The story of the movements of the 
steamer Toonan, under the Red Cross flag, 
proves to be one of self-constituted and 
fraudulent authority throughout, This is 


the information just. officially conveyed to 
us through the cabled response to — in- 
quiries made through the Japanese Minis- 


er. 

“The facts of the case, which are now 
pretty well established, seem to prove that 
this ship Was originally chartered in 
Tientsin by a company of adventurous 
young doctors—English, American, Ger- 
man, French and Russian—who took it up- 
on themselves to extemperize a Red Cross 
organization of their own, without so much 
as inquiring the methods of the lawful 
international organization, not to mention 
receiving authority to organize under its 
name. he motives which actuated the 
movement appears to be a combined ex- 
pectation of fame and official recognitio 
from the Chinese Government should it 
succeed. 

“The cable does not show that the Gov- 
ernment in any way directly authorised 
either the organization of the society or 
the sending of an expedition to Port Arthur, 
but it is quite evident that the Chinese 
gave an unofficial sanction to the sch
